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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Reid reference depicts 
four high aspect ratio features 107 and one low aspect ratio feature 109 formed as recessed areas in dielectric layer 103, with the 
remaining portions of dielectric layer 103 in Fig. 1A corresponding to the non-recessed area and not the dummy structures recited in 
claim 11. However, recesses in the area of 107 and 109 are as a whole the recessed are with dummy structures formed by dielectric 
103. The farthest portion of dielectric 103 at the right after the area 109, is the non-recessed area. The process suggested by the Reid 
reference is encompassed by the instant claims. 

Applicant argues that that features 107 are low aspect ratio features and feature 109 is a low aspect ratio feature. However, this is 
merely labeling. Features 107 and 109 do the same function as the dummy structure of the instant application. 
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
